EDITORIAL COMMENT 


CO-OPERATION-NOT OPPOSITION 


T 


HE impression seems to have become pre- 


valent 
that 
th? 
Nevada 
Commercial 


Leagxie is being organized for the purpose of 
"fighting-" the railroad. 
Nothing- could be fur- 


ther from the truth. 
The men who have asso- 


ciated themselves in the movement fully realize 
that at this time, more than at any period in its 
history, Nevada needs the assistance of the rail- 
roads if anything is to be done toward the up- 
building of the state. It is true that the railroads 
will probably be asked to make some concessions 
in freight and passenger schedules, but it will 
take the form of a request not a demand. 


There is no question but that this state 'ias 


suffered and its material advancement retarded 
by reason of the high freight rates that have 


• prevailed ever since the railroad was built: that 
this market has been given over to San Francis- 
co and Sacramento dealers by means of dis- 
criminatory rates that prevented the establish- 
ment of wholesale houses in Nevada. 
But it 


rmist also be conceded that at best it was a small 
market and cut a comparaliveh small figure in- 
the scheme upon which the tariffs \\ere based 
With a population of about 45,000 scattered over 
an area larger than a group of eastern slates, it 
could hardly be expected that our small handful 
of people—scarcely equaling in the aggregate 
the pretensions of an ordinary eastern citv of 
the third or fourth cla^s—that \\c should receive 
the same consideration accorded our more popu- 
lous sister state, of California. 


It has been frequently stated that the South- 


ern Pacific has ah\a\s regarded its trackage in 
Nevada as a bridge, meaning by thi^ that the 


business of the section traversed by the road was 
not sufficient to compensate for the cost of main- 
tenance. In other words, from a pecuniary point 
of view, it would be far better for the railroad 
company if the vast stretch of country lying be- 
tween the Utah an California lines did not ex- 


ist. 
At the same time it must be apparent to the 


unprejudiced mind that the railroad company 
would be quick to respond to any movement that 
had for its object the conversion of this vast ter- 
ritory into profit producing instead of a profit 
consuming area, and that the corporation would 
welcome and co-operate with any man or body 
of men who contemplated increasing the volume 
of trade even if in so doing it involved a modi- 
fication of the rates. 


All that the Nevada Commercial League ex- 


pects to accomplish along this line 
will • be 


through the medium of argument and the pre- 
sentation of carefully compiled data in an hon- 
est endeavor to demonstrate that we have within 
this state possibilities rhat, properlv fostered and 
encouraged, will add materially to the exchequer 
of the transportation lines by greater demands 
for its services in handling imports, exports, and 
in local distribution. 


Our merchants and shippers are unalterably 


opposed to anv movement 
that 
contemplates 


bringing upon this community or this state the 
displeasure of the Southern Pacific, fully realiz- 
ing that nothing can be accomplished by such a 
course. 
But /the\ arc extremely desirous of 


•working \\ith and through the company to the 
end that all may profit by the increase in the 
volume of trade that thcv believe will result.
